SERIOUS CONCERN 


Prospect of further cuts in 
inter-Commonwealth trade is 
in to lead to fresh protests 
against this method of bringing 
the payments accounts of in- 
dividual Sterling countries Into 
balance this year. 

Effect of this policy on Britain's 
overseas trade has become the 
most . widely discussed of all 
current economic problems in 
political ns well as financial 
circles. ; ee 

Serious concern has been ex- 
pressed lest the restrictions im- 
posed by certain Commonwealth 
cauntries should © make it. im- 
possible for Britain to balance 
ith own-overseas account. 

On the political side, fear of 
unemployment in the consumer, 
goods trades—particularly in the 
textile industry—has aroused 
strong criticism of what is re-. 
guarded as “dog bites dog” policy. 

The cuts imposed by Australia 
are, from the British exporter’s 
point of view, the most serinus. 
Exactly how these will affect 
British exports is not yet known 
but it has been estimated that of 
the £600 million reduction in 
Australian imports no less than 
£250 million .will fall on goods 
from this country. 


GRAVE THREAT 


New Zealand's exports are 
expected to decline by about 
£50 million, of which a little 
more than half might be borne 
by . the Sterling Aren and 
Western Europe, while the £70 
million cut in South Africa's 
import bill might mean a reduc- 
tlon in Britain’s.exporte to that 
country by some £10_ million. 

Altogether: {it has been 
estimated that of the £650 
million of import cuts imposed 
by these three countries alone, 
some £280 million might ‘fall 
on Britain. a x 

Analysing these figures this 
week-end, “Tho - Economist"

‘Man Charged

| The murder ofa woman fruit hawker, AQ 
year-old Lai Choi, was the subject of a charge 
against Ho Kui who stood trial at the Criminal 


Sessions this morning before Mr Justice Gould and 
a jury of two women and five men. 


Mr D. E, Greenfield, Crown 
Counsel, assisted by Det. Sub- 
Insp, W. .B. Sernagg is prosecut- 
ing and the accused is repre- 
sented by Mr V. L, J: D'Alton, 
instructed by Mr M. A. da 
Sitva, . A 

Mr Greenfield said that the 
woman lived in a squatter’s hut 
in Sam Ching village, Sham- 
shulpo. No one saw what 
exactly happened on the. night 
of December 28 last year, but 
the woman's adopted son heard 
:emeone cry out, ond running 
‘o the rear of the hut, saw tha, 
woman on ,the. ground. and the 
figure of a mon running .away. 

; He chased this man for a con- 
, siderable distance, ‘but lost 
| Sight of him round g corner. 

Counsel said that the Crown 
believed that an attempt was 
made to rob the woman and she 
was stabbed when she cried out, 
She had a deep wound in the 
chest which penetrated to her 
heart. She dled before rcaching 
hospital. 

Mr Greenfield told the jury 
‘hat he would net, at the pre- 
sent dime, explain why | the 
accused _was_ indicted. for--murs. 
der, The accused made certaln 
statements on which -the pro- 
secution placed reliance but the 
jury could not hear these until 
the Court was satisfied that 
they were made voluntarily. 

HAD TO RESIST 

It was not suggested that the 
accused went for the purpose of 
killing, said Counsel, It was 
suggested that he went, there to 
rob and that in the course of the 
robbery the woman raised the 
alarm so that he hag to realist, 
Uf the jury believed that in the 


‘course of resisting he intended | 
to Kill, It was sufficient to cone) 


vict him of murder, submitted 
‘Counsel, adding that = al- 
though no one could prove what 
was in aman’s mind the law 
entitled one to presume that 
every man intends the normal 
consequences of his act. 

Mr Greenfield also mentioned 
that in the place where the 
accused lived was’ found a 
triangular dagger which fitted 
the stab wound,. but added that 
he must déclare that there were 
many such daggers in Hong- 
kong. :
